When the publication of plague re- 
ports was suspended a week ago there 
Nas a food deal of unfavorable com- 
ment. and it was charged that the 
Treasury Department was covperating 
with the San Francieco Interests to 
suppress the truth of the situation.

GRAPE JUICE FOR TYPHOID. 
It Beats Lemon Juice in Killing Germs, 


According to the Official Bulletin of the 


Chicago Health Board. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Grape juice, such, for in- 
stance, as is bought in bottles at the 
grotery sore, is more effective in kil!l- 
ing typhoid germs than lemon juice, 
according to the official bulletin of the 
Chicago Health Board. Of it, the bul- 
letin says: 

“With some brands, a proportion of 

1 per cent effectually and perma- 
nently destroyed the witamy of both 
the typhoid and colon bacilli. There 
was ‘no growth’ at the end of seven 
days’ incubation. The cultures of these 
germs were used to infect both dis- 
tilled water and water from the lab- 
oratory tap, in the strength of about 
10,000,000 bacilli to a cubic centimeter, 
about one-third of a teaspoonful. Bot- 
tled grape juice was then added in a 
proportion varying from 1 te 5 per 
cent. Examinations made at one- 
minute intervals —— that some 
brands had killed ge at the end of 
the first minute, as also does lemon 
juice, if of proper strength. 
“The effect is almost instantaneous. 
The advantage of these brands of bot- 
tled grape juice which gave these re- 
sults is that the quantity required, 1 
per cent., does not affect the flavor of 
the water or disturb digestion, as 
lemon juice does with some individ- 
uals.” 

BUSINESS WITH AMERICA. 
BERLIN, Jan. 18.—The government 
has published a report from Herr 
Waetzsold, cibmmercial attaché of the 
German consulate in New York upon 
the American iron situation.

IN SCHOOL TOO YOUNG. 

Enforced inactivity is torture to a 
enild at the age of rapid growth, and 
there are youngrters who would father 
run barefoot races in the snow than 
warm their feet at a parlor atove. 
Nature seems to deem the develop- 
ment of our limbs a matter of greater 
importance than their employment. 
“The duty of sit still” used to be the 
first lesson enforced wu a new- 
comer of the baby class: often as dim. 
cult a task as the problem of keeping 
a squirrel quiet. And modern educa- 
tors now incline to the opinion that 
city children are sent to school about 
four years too soon. “They are sub- 
jected to instruction under some pre- 
text or other,” says Prof. Weber of 
Breslau. but, with rare exceptions, 
really for the purpose of getting them 
out of the way. Overworked house- 
wives need a rest. and poor, romping 
littie Karl is sent to school as a 
troublesome dog would be ciapped in a 
kennel. In ancient Greece he would 
have been sent to a palaestra—some- 
thing between a kindergarten and a 
free public gymnasium, and there 
ought to be protectories of that class 
in every large city. 

The physical mischief of baby ken- 
nels really outweighs their mental 
benefit in all but the rare cases where 
a youngster has abundant opportuni- 
tles for home exercise. Where that 
exercise is imposed, in the form of a 
task, he might welcome an intermit- 
tent chance for sedentary repose: and 
experienced teachers actually find that 
young rustics are far more sedate 
than their metropolitan schoolmates, 
Master Theophrastes, the bean-eater, 
fidgets and intrigues for a chance to 
caper on the playground: Tom, the 
bean-hoer, is glad to take it easy be- 
tween spells of farm work. 

But does not instinct reveal tune 
benefits of mental culture? Yes: at 
the right time. About the end of the 
twelfth year the hunger for knowledge 
awakens in the form of a hankering 
for curiosities of information, turning 
gradually from directory to serious 
topics, and I recollect the emotions of 
a poor Tennessee mountain boy, who 
got hold of a scientific compend—a 
sort of family cyclopedia, and sat 
spellbound. for hours together, pour- 
ing over the list of contents. “That 
book will never get out of mv mind.” 
sald he at last. with a gasping sigh. 
“some of us poor mountain boomers 
would kill ourselves if we knew what 
we are missing. I would give one of 
my arms if IT had a chance to study 
all those things.”

Twelve Thousand Casualities in Three 


Months Ending With Last Septem- 
ber—Over Two Millions Damages. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—A state. 
ment prepared by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission shows that during 
the three months ended September #, - 
1902, there were 263 persons killed and 
2613 inj in train accidents. Other 
kinds f accidents, including these 
sustained by employés while at work 
and by passengers in getting on or 
om cars, bring the total number of 
casualties up to 12,007, the killed num- 
bering 345 and the injured 11,162. Dur- 
ing the three months covered by the 
statement, the traffic of a large ma 
jority of the railroads has heav- 
ler than ever before, necessitating the 
employment of new men in train and 
yard work. 

The total number of collisions and 
derallments was 2448, of which 1444 
were tollisions and 1014 derallmenta, 
of which 51 collisions and $2 dera 
ments affected passenger trains. The 

to cars, engines and roadways 
by these accidents amoutited te She
